Some of the highlights were the failure to send out pink slips to personnel in the appropriate timeframe 
making it impossible to make any layoffs in that fiscal school year. The miscalculation made in the cost of 
Heating the Buildings, additional busing needed for sports teams due to fields not being ready. A 
member of the School Committee also stated the addition of .8 Music Teacher, .6 Math Teacher, % time 
Kindergarten teacher, and 2 additional Custodial positions for the new school. 


The Finance Committee voted unanimously not to recommend this article. 
Town Administrator George Samia stated that this is money that has already been spent and the 
Town is obligated to make payment if not now it will have to be brought before another Town Meeting to 


be paid. 


A resident made a motion to have the vote taken by secret ballot. The moderator then put the 
motion to the body and the motion failed.

This section allows the issuance of an administrative permit by the Conservation Commission Staff for 
sheds, decks, above ground pools or similar low impact structures that occur in an existing lawn, that 
occurs more than 25’ from a wetland and that would otherwise meet the MA DEP criteria for the issuance 
of a Negative Determination of Applicability. Administrative permits shall be issued by the Conservation 
Commission staff without requiring the applicant to hold a Public Hearing or to advertise the Public 
Hearing in a local newspaper. 

SECTION 5: SEVERABILITY 
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Should any section or provision of this By-Law be found invalid, the validity of any other section or 
provision thereof shall not be affected, nor shall it invalidate any permit, approval or determination which 
previously has been issued.

REPORT OF THE TREASURER/COLLECTOR 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


The Office of the Treasurer/Collector is a dual role that carries out several Town responsibilities. As 
Collector, my office is responsible for the timely billing and collection of the Town’s revenues. These 
revenues include Real Estate Taxes, Motor Vehicle Excise Tax, Water Usage, and Recycling fees. As 
Treasurer, | am responsible for investing Town funds, the administration of payroll, coordination and the 
issuance of debt obligations, and tax title accounts. Our goal is to provide to provide taxpayers and Town 
employees with professional and courteous customer service. 


In fiscal year 2014, we billed 5,773 real estate parcels and 262 personal property assessments. We have 
enjoyed a high tax collection rate of 98% and 89% for real estate and personal property, respectively. 
The number of Motor Vehicle Excise bills in fiscal year 2014 was 14,299 and we collected 97% of these 
bills. We continue to offer online payment options and plan on extending this option to other departments 
in 2015. During fiscal 2014, online payments increased 21%. 


It is also worthy to note that in response to the Town’s sound financial management and strong reserves, 
Moody’s Investor Services assigned a rating of Aa3 and MIG 1 for general obligation bonds and bond 
anticipation notes, respectively. This strong bond rating has enabled the Town to secure low interest 
rates on bonds. 


| would also like to take this opportunity to thank my staff for their diligence and cooperation during the 
last year, especially during the GIC transition period. Effective July 1, 2014, all group health insurance 
benefits were successfully transferred to the Commonwealth of Massachusetts Group Insurance 
Commission (GIC). Joining the GIC allows the Town to provide high-quality health care at reasonable 
costs to our employees and retirees.

The year 2014 was certainly a “banner “year for Viking athletics. 


Fifteen South Shore League Championship banners, purchased by the Viking Sports Parents, 
were displayed in the gymnasium for the first time in 2014. Nine teams won South Shore League 
Championships during the school year and two teams, Girls Soccer and Winter Cheerleading, went on to 
capture the State Championship! 


During the course of the year at East Bridgewater Jr./Sr. High School over 300 students 
participated in at least one sport. East Bridgewater fields 18 varsity teams of which fifteen qualified for 
the State Tournament. The remaining three teams were only one game away. 


In addition to varsity sports, students had the opportunity to participate on 10 junior varsity teams 
(including for the first time the self-funded lacrosse program) and 6 freshman squads. 


SPRING 2014 


Our coaches and players set the tone for our banner run in the spring of 2014. Coach Pat 
Cronin’s 400" career victory propelled the baseball team to a South Finalist finish at Campanelli Stadium. 
They were repeat SSL Champions and their record of 20 wins and 2 losses established an __ all-time 
best winning percentage of .909! 


Softball also took the league crown and went deep in the MIAA Tournament. The Boys Track 
team reigned supreme in the SSL for the eighth consecutive year! 


In 2014 East Bridgewater also offered Boys and Girls Lacrosse for the very first time. The entire 
program was funded by the town youth lacrosse organization and over forty athletes were part of our 
initial season.

THE DEPARTMENT OF INFORMATION TECHNOLOGY 


INFRASTRUCTURE 


Infrastructure Improvements 
Fiber connectivity 


The fiber lines (high speed data cables) that were installed in 2013 running from the Junior-Senior High 
School to the town hall and the other two schools have been expanded to include the fire department. 
This fiber connection enables the fire department to connect to the town hall servers at a substantial cost 
savings. These connections should be expanded in the future to include the library, the department of 
public works, and the council on aging. 


This improvement also has future cost saving potential for the town hall and fire department. In the future 
the town hall can take advantage of these lines to the Junior-Senior High School MDF instead of 
duplicating services and equipment in the town hall. 


New Junior-Senior High School 


The new Junior-Senior High School building project has been completed. The state-of-the-art data center 
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is up and running (MDF). We have virtualized the majority of the servers and the storage array unit is 
expandable. Most of the systems in the MDF are upgrade able and expandable, this will lead to cost 
saving opportunities in the future. The network was designed with the capability to house all the town 
network equipment as well as school department. This can lead to a potential cost savings for the town 
Hall IT equipment (as well as other town departments) in the future if they so choose. 


INSTRUCTIONAL TECHNOLOGY 
Professional Development 


Professional development for educators is essential for the effective classroom application of technology 
resources. Technology professional development was offered on professional days, early release days, 
and after school hours. Technology professional development was conducted by the director of 
technology, district teachers, and outside consultants. 


In 2014 technology professional development was offered to all staff for the following systems:

School wires web sites 
iPass rank-book 


The East Bridgewater Junior-Senior High School hosted a google education camp this year. This camp 
was open to all school districts on the south shore. This event was attended by 150 educators and 
brought in $3,000 to the school district building rentals account. 


PARCC Pilot 


The East Bridgewater School District participated in the mandatory PARCC this year. The pilot consisted 
of the PARCC computer based test at the Junior-Senior High School as well as a paper test at the 
Gordon Mitchell Middle School. Both tests were a success and the school district had no problems with 
the computer-based test. Going forward computer-based tests will become the standard for state level 
testing. 


Bring You Own Device Chromebook 


This year we started a Bring Your Own Device (BYOD) pilot. This pilot consists of 6 Chromebook carts 
with 20 Chromebooks on each cart and are shared between two rooms. The teacher of these rooms 
would encourage students to bring there own device (laptop tablet, Chromebooks) to school to access 
online resources such as etext books, online teaching aides, and websites for educational purposes.

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REPORT OF THE FOOD SERVICES PROGRAM 


Dear Mr. Moretti: 


| am pleased to submit the Annual Report of the School Food Services Program for the 2013-2014 school 
year. 


We made the change from a self operating program in 2008 to outsourcing with a vendor in 2009 in an 

effort to provide a more contemporary menu, and have the professional management & marketing skills 
of an international company. This school year, we have contracted with Chartwells as our food service 
vendor for the fourth year. 


We are very satisfied with the lunch prepayment system called myschoolbucks. Parents can go to our 
school website and follow the Food Services link and make payments online or send in a check or cash 
with their child and the prepayment will be done at the cash register. Parents can also look online to see 
what their child is purchasing for lunch. With prepayments, the lines flow much faster allowing the 
students more time to relax and eat. We encourage as many prepayments as possible to avoid having to 
hold up the line for cash transactions. At the register all students must type in their ID number, this shows 
the cashier how much, if any, cash is required from a student or deducts the food purchase from their 
account balance. This system allows privacy for those students receiving a free meal because like a 
prepaid account, there is no transfer of cash. 


To realize excellence in education, we share a responsibility to ensure that children come to school ready 
to learn. Nutrition plays an integral part in that responsibility. In partnership with the United States 
Department of Agriculture and the Child Nutrition Programs administered by the Massachusetts 
Department of Education, the East Bridgewater School Food Services Program contributes to the health 
and well being of our students by providing nutritious and affordable meals in our schools. The, program 
also provides low-cost meals to senior citizens at the Gordon W. Mitchell Middle School every Thursday 
during the school year. The price for a regular student meal including milk and a variety of side dishes is $ 
2.50 at the Central Elementary School, $ 2.60 at the 

Gordon W. Mitchell Middle School and $ 2.75 at the new Jr/Sr High School. We offer breakfast for the 
children in our “Before & After Care” program based in the Gordon W. Mitchell Middle School and Central 
Elementary School. We also offer breakfast at the Jr/Sr High School for $ 1.50. Reduced lunches are 
.40 cents and reduced breakfasts are .30 cents. 


We encourage all families to apply for the Free and/or Reduced meals if they meet the “Income Eligibility 
Guidelines” that are posted on our Food Service link of our website along with a downloadable 
application. Families can apply at any point during the school year, if they meet the guidelines. So 
if your family situation changes at any point, and you may need this benefit for your 
child/children, we are glad to assist you with the application. 


In April 2014 the School Committee voted not to renew the contract with Chartwells and implement a self- 
operating program for the 2014-2015 school year. 


We have menus and more information on our website. We welcome any ideas, and please call us with 
any questions or concerns. 


Finally, thanks to Principals Gina Williams, Andrew Gentile, and Paul Vieira as well as all of the students, 
faculty and parents who continue to support this valuable program. And let’s not forget a big thank you to 
our great lunch serving staff.

At the Central School, Susan Layton is in her thirteenth year as a 
music faculty member in East Bridgewater. Mrs. Layton is teaching grades Kindergarten through second 
grade. Raymond Ponte is in his twelfth year as a music teacher in East Bridgewater. From January 
2014 through August 2014, Mr. Ponte taught all instrumental lessons from grades five through eight, and 
the beginner band and sixth grade band. From September 2014 through today, Mr. Ponte is teaching fin 
and 8" grade instrumental and vocal music as well as an elective course for gi grade (RhythmWorks) 
exclusively at the Jr/Sr High. Mr. Ponte is also the instructor of the high school Jazz Band ensemble. |, 
Sheri Fernandes, am in my seventh year of teaching at East Bridgewater High School and as director of 
music. | am the high school band and choral director and teach the high school music electives (“History 
of Rock and Roll | & Il” and “Music Theory | & Il’). | am also the director of the co-curricular Rhythmix 
Jazz Chorus and Armonia Pop Chorus.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE CENTRAL SCHOOL 
Dear Superintendent Moretti, 


It is with great pleasure that | submit the Annual Report for 2014 as Principal of the Central 
School. The enrollment, as of October 1, 2014, is listed by grade level: 


Preschool 96 Kindergarten 142 
Grade One 163 Grade Two 161 
TOTAL: 562 


The Central School mission statement “to work cooperatively with the home to provide a quality 
education for each student, including the development of effective communication, problem solving, and 
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decision making skills, while promoting positive self-image and respect for ourselves and others” gives us 
direction. The East Bridgewater educational philosophy guides us in planning for approximately 600 
children in preschool through grade two. “We believe...the quality of our schools should be measured by 
the degree to which they successfully provide for the uniqueness of the individual learner by creating 
learning experiences which accommodate the variety of learning rates, learning styles and personal 
needs of our students within a spectrum of public school programs.” 


We take great pride in the education that our staff and faculty provide for our students. The basic 
foundation for each child’s educational success is established at the Central School. Our reading 
curriculum focuses on the five essential components of early literacy (phonemic awareness, phonics, 
fluency, vocabulary, & comprehension). We administer the DIBELs (Dynamic Indicators of Basic Early 
Literacy Skills) assessment to all students in grades k-2 throughout the year to assess their literacy level, 
monitor progress, and prescribe instructional methods. Again this year, through the integration of 
technology we have the Lexia program for all students in grades PreK-2. This web-based phonics 
program reinforces the skills that are being taught in school and allows students the ability to continue 
that practice at home. Data generated from the program assists us with decisions about programming, 
instruction, and materials needed in order for students to acquire the necessary literacy skills. The 
children receive daily math instruction through the Envision Math Program, which includes the 
developmentally appropriate hands on approach to learning math that the children of this age need. This 
program is closely aligned to the Massachusetts Frameworks as well as the National Mathematics 
Standards. 


As we continue to build our early childhood programs, we created 3 full-day kindergarten 
classrooms (in addition to our traditional half day programs), 10 preschool sessions and 3 Preschool + 
Programs to expand the learning opportunities of our youngest population. Our full day kindergarten and 
preschool programs are tuition based and self-sustaining. Although we see the value in providing these 
opportunities to all students (tuition free) our payment program has been very successful. As we look 
toward the future we are hopeful that we will be able to expand these offerings to all students at no cost to 
the families. In addition to our preschool programming we also added a daycare component to our 
offerings. Children ages 3 &4 are provided with an opportunity to receive learning based childcare five 
days a week from 7:00 am — 6:00 pm. 


All students in grades 1-2 (and full day kindergarten) receive special subject instruction five times 
per week. The children receive special subject instruction on a weekly basis from Mr. Justin Traut, Art 
Teacher, Mr. Michael McMahon, Physical Education Teacher, Mrs. Susan Layton, Music Teacher, and 
Mrs. Kerri Trumbull, Library Media Teacher. Because our health program had to be eliminated due to 
budgetary constraints the students rotate between the four specials throughout the week doubling up on 
one special each week. Since grade three has transitioned to the Middle School (with the opening of the 
new Junior/Senior High School) we have been able to open up more special area blocks so that 
classrooms don’t need to be combined during special area classes as they have been in the past and the 
grouping can remain at the traditional classroom size. 


Our School Adjustment Counselor, Mrs. Gerri Quigley, is very involved with student placement, 
social and emotional development and crisis intervention situations. She is an essential component in 
our communication among the teachers, students, and parents to assure the success of the whole child. 
Our Reading Teachers, Mrs. Tricia Eddy and Mrs. Dagny Fleming provide small group specialized literacy 
instruction to ensure that our students have a strong literacy foundation to build upon future skills and 
learning. They are also crucial in the screening, progress monitoring, and placement process to ensure 
that data driven decision making is at the forefront. 


We have again seen positive community support and town department cooperation in many 
areas. Mrs. Jennifer Lonergan is our Parent Volunteer Coordinator who organizes special events and 
parental involvement in our school. Mrs. LoriAnne Orofino and Mrs. Amy Foley serve as our Room 
Parent Coordinators under the direction of the Central School PTO. The Central School PTO has been in ~ 
existence for the past 10 % years. The PTO has been responsible for hosting many events that bring 
families into the school (Family Art Night, Brockton Rox, Central School’s Got Talent, Science Expo, and 
a variety of guest speakers). The PTO also established a link on the EBPS website. The PTO works 
under the direction of the executive board members Mrs. Cheryl Pino, Mrs. Hazel Tessier, Mrs. Michelle 
Spriggs, Mrs. Melinda LeCourse, Mrs. Malissa Chelmo, and Mrs. Maura Weir. The Central School 
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Council has been very active this year with Mrs. Melissa McLoud, Co-Chair. The Council develops our 
annual School Improvement Plan and analyzes policy and procedural changes to help ensure effective 
operations of the school. The council members are Mrs. Ann Marie Giampietro, Mrs. Tricia Eddy, Ms. 
Sandi Telless, Mr. Steve Blette, Mrs. Amy Rinker, Mrs. Kate Byrne, and Mr. John Haines. As always the 
school is an extension of the town and it’s important to have a positive working relationship with the town 
for the safety and well being of our children and programs. | would like to extend my sincere appreciation 
to all department heads for contributing. to our success. 


This is a very large school, which is cleaned and maintained by the Head Custodian, Mr. Larry 
Witnauer, and his staff, Mrs. Danielle Randall and Mr. Lou Porazzo. They have a great deal of pride in 
the building, which is obvious from the appearance of the school. With the addition of Mr. Brian Kiely, our 
Facilities Manager for the town we have been able to have a trained expert in the field to consult with on 
all of our maintenance and repair projects. We have valued Brian’s knowledge and commitment to the 
position. In the cafeteria, Mrs. Beata Boucher, Mrs. Deb Dwyer, and Mrs. Kim Purcell diligently prepare 
several hundred meals daily. The very competent school secretaries, Mrs. Linda McStowe and Mrs. 
Janine Harvey are always extremely helpful and friendly to the staff, parents, and students. The school 
runs efficiently and effectively due to their knowledge and dedication behind the scenes. 


| would like to express my sincere appreciation for the devotion and commitment of our Assistant 
Principal, Mrs. Catherine Byrne. She is responsible for many different tasks including student discipline, 
schedules, special education evaluations, and substitute teachers. Mrs. Byrne is a dedicated, intelligent 
and very conscientious Assistant Principal. 


The central office personnel with yourself, Mrs. Mary Lee, Business Administrator, Mr. Rob King, 
Technology Director, and Mrs. Marie Grable, Pupil Personnel Director, are always committed to helping 
us perform our daily responsibilities. The School Committee with Chairperson, Mr. George McCabe, 
works many hours to ensure an excellent school system for the citizens of East Bridgewater.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE GORDON W. MITCHELL MIDDLE SCHOOL 


Mission: The Mitchell Middle School, as a learning community, is dedicated to maximizing the 
opportunity for each student to fully challenge her/his intellectual capacity while developing social 
responsibility and a healthy physical and emotional well-being. 


| am pleased to submit the annual report for the Gordon W. Mitchell Middle School. 
STUDENT ACHIEVEMENT 


One of our core values is that, “learning is the central purpose of school.” Student achievement is our 
focus and our MCAS scores suggest that we are making progress. The majority of our test scores reflect 
the highest level of proficiency that we have ever obtained. More importantly, our growth scores place us 
in the top 20% of the state. We have spent a great deal of time analyzing our scores to determine how to 
improve our instruction and meet the individual needs of our students. School accountability levels range 
from level 1 (highest achieving) to level 5 (lowest achieving). Currently, our school is ranked a Level 1 
school for accountability purposes. This has been the result of extraordinary work on behalf of teachers, 
students, and families. 


Curriculum: We have continued work throughout the year to align our curriculum to the Common Core, a 
set of national standards. This process has involved a great deal of collaboration among our staff and 
throughout the district to engage in the revision process. Over the course of the last year, several staff 
members have worked to map the curriculum in the areas of Math and ELA. In doing so, we have been 
able to evaluate our instruction from a global perspective, as well as, evaluate our materials and/or needs 
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within the various content areas. This will be an on-going process, however, the progress made to this 
point in genuinely commendable. 


Technology: Over the past few years our ability to bring in technology to the school, and building the 
staff's capacity to use it has continued to grow. We have made gains as a district this year with our ability 
to support the technology in the building. As a result, teachers are able to utilize these tools regularly, and 
students are able to experience learning in a variety of ways. Teachers have worked very hard to develop 
their skills and are continuing to find new and creative ways to incorporate technology into their 
classrooms. Additionally, students have demonstrated an immense capacity for utilizing technology to 
demonstrate what they know and have learned. The skills students have acquired are ones that not only 
they can use now, but ones that they will utilize in their varied futures. 


Literacy Supports: This year we have been providing literacy intervention for our most struggling 
readers in all grades. The results we have seen to this point have been encouraging and provide 
motivation to continue and expand the program. In addition to, and also in support of, the intervention 
groups we have been using the DIBELS reading assessment program for all grade 3 and 4 students, as 
well as, targeted grade 5 & 6 students. This provides us with standardized data on our students reading 
ability and directs our interventions. This has been an extremely valuable investment that has paid off 
significantly with regard to student achievement. 


SCHOOL COMMUNITY 


In order for learning to be the central purpose of school we do a great deal to promote a climate that is 
conducive to learning. To this end we have adopted respect and responsibility as our other core values. 
The students truly embody these values in their day to day actions. There are a number of things that 
we have done to foster an environment that maximizes the potential of our students. Some examples 
include: Rachel's Challenge, drama, community service projects, after-school activities. 


| am confident that our school continues to make progress. The students and staff are wonderful to work 
with and the community has been extremely supportive. Financial concerns that have existed for many 
years continue to burden the district and run the risk of sacrificing much of the progress | have mentioned. 
| am hopeful that these issues can be resolved in a way that allows for continued academic success for 
our students.

REPORT FROM THE DIRECTOR OF PUPIL PERSONNEL SERVICES 


Dear Mr. Moretti, 
As Director of Pupil Personnel Services, | am pleased to submit this Annual Report for 2014. 


Massachusetts law requires the Department of Elementary and Secondary Education (DESE) to 
implement a three-year monitoring cycle in school districts to ensure compliance with special education 
law and regulations. The DESE refers to this three-year cycle as a Mid-Cycle Review since it occurs 
midway through the federally required six-year monitoring process called the Coordinated Program 
Review. The 2013-2014 school year marked our scheduled Mid-Cycle Review. In January 2014, . 
representatives from the DESE conducted the Mid-Cycle Review for the East Bridgewater Public Schools 
and the district was found to be in compliance with all special education laws and regulations. Our next 
Coordinated Program Review from DESE is scheduled to be conducted during the 2016-2017 school 
year. 


The district currently provides support services to approximately 477 students via either an Individualized 
Educational Program (IEP) or a Section 504 Accommodation Plan. The percentage of students receiving 
special education support services via an IEP is approximately 17% of the entire school population. The 
breakdown of the student population receiving special education support services, as reported at the start 
of the 2014-2015 school year, was as follows: 


In-District Special Education Student Enrollment by Building: 


Central Elementary School 127 
Gordon Mitchell Middle School 138 
East Bridgewater Jr./Sr. High School 124 
Out-of-District Special Education Student Enrollment: 34 


Section 504 of the Rehabilitation Act of 1973 is a federal law that protects qualified individuals from 
discrimination based on their disability. The total number of East Bridgewater Public School District 
students receiving support services via a Section 504 Accommodation plan is currently 54. 


In addition to providing supports to children with disabilities, the Office of Pupil Personnel Services acts 
as McKinney-Vento Homeless Liaison, Liaison for Home Schooling, and Liaison for services provided to 
our English Language Learners. On average, the district supports approximately 15 families under the 
McKinney-Vento Homeless Education Act. The district has reviewed and approved 33 home school 
plans for the 2014-2015 school year. This year, the district has supported children with various home 
languages such as Haitian, Creole, French, Vietnamese, Spanish, Russian, and Portuguese. 


We continue to enjoy the growth and success of our in-district special education programs. Not only are 
they providing the necessary special education support services to our students, but they continue to 
allow for the opportunity to receive, or tuition-in, students from neighboring districts, thereby creating a 
source of revenue for the schools. For more information regarding our special education programs and 
services, please visit ebps.net and click on Special Education listed under Department. 


The Special Education Parent Advisory Council (SEPAC) is a parent group that provides support, 
training, and networking opportunities for parents and guardians of children with disabilities. This group 
serves as a resource for parents, offering workshops, training opportunities, and information regarding 
local community resources. Workshops have been noted to include topics such as Social Pragmatics, 
Basic Rights, and Understanding and Teaching Students with Anxiety. SEPAC meets regularly 
throughout the school year. Additional information about SEPAC, upcoming workshops, and contact 
information is available on the District's website.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 
To the honorable Board of Selectmen and the citizens of East Bridgewater: 


It is my distinct honor to submit this 2014 annual report as chairperson of the East Bridgewater School 
Committee. | 


Superintendent Search 
In the spring of 2014 the school committee voted to extend Mr. Moretti ‘s contract as interim 


Superintendent into the first half of the 2014-2015 school year and to begin the process of finding a new 
superintendent. Mrs. Kitchenham and Mrs. Pennington were named co-chairs of the Superintendent 
search committee. Paper Screening and Preliminary Interview Screening Committees were established 
with a cross section of people chosen. Focus group meetings were held in the summer to ascertain 
citizens’ concerns and opinions concerning the search for a new superintendent and the direction of East 
Bridgewater schools. The paper screening committee produced seven names from the over thirty 
applicants. These applicants were then interviewed by the preliminary interview committee made up of 
community members, department heads, central office administrators, school council members, principals 
and school committee representatives. They narrowed the field down to five finalists to be interviewed by 
the whole school committee. It should be noted that all through the process candidates were dropping out 
because they obtained other jobs. In September the school committee interviewed the remaining three 
finalists and voted to narrow the search down to two finalists in order to conduct site visits to learn more 
about each candidate. Site visits were conducted and information was shared with all members of the 
committee and on October 23 the committee voted for the appointment of a new Superintendent. The 
vote was a 3-3 tie, after discussion the members voted again, and the 3-3 tie remained. 

An emergency meeting of the School Committee was held on Thursday October 30" because a 
consensus was not met on a candidate for Superintendent during the previous meeting. In anticipation of 
the deadlock the Committee approached Superintendent Moretti and asked if he would agree to stay 
another six months. The committee felt that there would not be sufficient time to hire another interim and 
with several union negotiations starting it was in the best interest of the district for Mr. Moretti to remain. 
The committee was unanimous in this decision. The committee voted to reopen the search for a new 
superintendent and decided to fast track the next search because of the limited time frame, and budget 
constraints. Another consideration influencing this decision was the fact that four candidates withdrew 
before the five month process was completed. The administration and Mr. Moretti screened and 
interviewed seven candidates from thirty-nine applicants and narrowed it down to four to be interviewed 
by the committee. One candidate withdrew before the televised interview, and in February the committee 
interviewed the remaining three candidates. From that interview two candidates were chosen to move on 
and the committee conducted site visits and reference checks for the final two candidates to gather more 
information. 

On February 12 the committee voted 6-0 to name Elizabeth Legault the next Superintendent of 
East Bridgewater Public Schools. A special School Committee meeting was held on February 28" to sign 
a new contract with Ms. Elizabeth Legault and to introduce her to the community. 


New initiatives by the Committee 
e Special Education Transportation- The new Special Education transportation program was up 


and running on July 1* with new vans and school system drivers. There are 26 in district students 
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and 32 out of district students that need transportation. All but 9 of these students are transported 
with our vans. Special education parents have praised the new program and Marie Grable head 
of Pupil Personnel reports that unlike last year, no complaints have been received. 

In October, the committee received a report from Pupil Personnel Director, Mrs. Marie Grable. 
She stated that there are 389 students district- wide receiving services from the Special 
Education Department and 34 Out of District Special Education students. There are 4 students 
paying tuition to attend the programs at our school and calls have been received which would 
indicate this number may grow. Mrs. Grable said she is beyond pleased about the new Special 
Education Transportation situation explaining that if there is a concern, it is addressed 
immediately, as they are our vehicles and our drivers. She further stated that Mrs. Mary Lee, the 
transportation coordinator, is doing a wonderful job managing this department and the parents 
are very happy with the services. Citizens have questioned seeing other vans arriving at the 
school, the response is that we currently have a North River Collaborative Program housed in our 
building and the students paying tuition will arrive in a different vehicle. In addition, some of our 
students continue to be transported by other vendors as it is in the best interest of the student, or 
cost effective for the program. 

One of the major initiatives the School Committee voted for in 2013 was to end privatization of the 
Food Service program. In the current school year, Superintendent Moretti is very pleased with 
the progress our Food Services Department is making. The program is in the black for the first 
time in many several years. The Chartwell deficit of $36,000 has been covered and the program 
is well on its way to being even more profitable. Students have responded to new menu items 
and an excellent variety of choices. Mrs. Deborah Vaughn, the new manager, has been working 
tirelessly to get the program started and she is doing a phenomenal job. 

Director of Educational Services- Mrs. Williams, in addition to her role of Principal at the 
Central School, was named the Director of Educational Services. Her job responsibility will be to 
oversee the following areas: Title Me, Title Il, professional development, text book adoption, 
revolving accounts, and will be the Vertical Coordinator in English, Math, Science, and DDM’S 
(District Determined Measures) as required by the Department of Education. This position was 
created as a hybrid to help serve the needs of the School District. 

Grade 1 enrollment — In September, another teacher was hired for grade 1 to accommodate the 
additional 25 students that enrolled that had not been anticipated for. This will keep the class 
room size to between 20-22 students instead of 25 or more per class that would have resulted. 
Little Vikings Summer Institute 2015 - Principal and Director of Education Services, Gina 
Williams reported on a new format and title for the summer programs that are already in 
existence. This program will be for children entering kindergarten through grade eight and will run 
for eight weeks in the summer. Mrs. Williams is looking for teachers or community members 
willing to teach classes on a variety of courses, such as: arts & crafts, drama, dance, music, 
science, math, computer science, or suggested courses. Additionally there will be openings for 
junior counselors. The Little Vikings Summer Institute will be a self-funding program running from 
9 AM-12 PM, four days a week, for five weeks. 


Academic Information 

In September, we received a notification from N.E.A.S.C. that they are continuing the Jr/Sr High 
School's accreditation. Additionally, the N.E.A.S.C. Committee commended the implementation of 
a student advisory program, the progress made by the professional staff in transitioning to a Jr/Sr 
High School, and the establishment of a committee to develop a draft of a core values, beliefs, 
and 21st century expectations document which reflects the addition of the middle school program. 
Good news was received from the State Board of Education in September. The state assesses 
each school based on their MCAS scores and assigns them a rating scales from 1-5 with 1 being 
the best. As a result of recent testing, the GWMMS has been awarded a number 1 rating. This 
speaks volumes for the work being done at the Middle School as well as the Central School. 
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Vertical Team Assignments- Mrs. Williams is very pleased at having been named the Director 
of Educational Services as it allows her to support the curriculum and to work on professional 
development in the district. At this time the Vertical Teams are working to align curriculum 
vertically and then will progress to horizontal alignment ensuring common core is being taught 
and assessments done. As they go through the process, gaps can be identified and filled. Mrs. 
Williams is happy that so many members are willing to participate; meeting dates have been set 
throughout the year with over 50 teachers volunteering to assist. 

In November the committee hired Mary Lee, our transportation coordinator as the new interim 
Business Administrator. Mary took on the added responsibility with no additional salary, only the 
promise that she be considered for the position in FY16. Mary has her degree in Business 
Management, is certified as a school business manager. 

In November, Superintendent Moretti told the School Committee that he had mixed news 
regarding MCAS results and that he was most concerned with the grade 7 results. Mr. Moretti 
stated that not having a Curriculum Coordinator for the past five years, along with a dedicated 
Department Chair in Math and English has helped to create the drop in scores. Large class sizes, 
inconsistent sequencing in math and science frameworks and weakness in the common core can 
be attributed to the scores. Mr. Moretti and Mrs. Williams plan on to go over the figures on the 
DESE website. We are currently a Level II district because the Jr/Sr High School did not meet the 
annual progress required and in order to get out of a Level II district the Jr/Sr High School needs 
to exceed the standards for 2 years. If they do not and drop to Level III then the state Department 
of Education will step in. 

The school committee followed the recommendation of the Administrative team to continue with 
MCAS testing vs. PARCC testing and voted 6-0 to continue with MCAS testing. 

Each year the Massachusetts Association of School Superintendents chooses a student to 
receive an award for academic excellence. This award goes to a student that is in the top five in 
their class. Superintendent Moretti has chosen Mackenzie Taylor Curtin as this year’s recipient. 
Mr. Moretti shared that Mackenzie is very deserving of the award and is currently vying for 
valedictorian. 


Budget Information 
Budget concerns and developing deficits remain among the most difficult issues that the school 


committee deals with on an ongoing basis. The committee budget co-chairs Gordon McKinnon 
and Jennifer Kitchenham have been meeting regularly with the finance committee, selectmen and 
George Samia in order to share information about the systems needs for the future. 

In January Mr. McKinnon, co-chair of the budget committee requested a quarterly report from the 
Superintendent with an analysis of where the budget stands versus the expenditures to date. 
Additionally he would like to meet with the Board of Selectman regarding this report thereby 
giving the town time to respond and react to any issues should they arise. 

In January the committee received a letter from Kathi Nickandros, on behalf of the East 
Bridgewater Teachers Association, regarding learning center safety concerns. Mrs. Nickandros 
read the letter detailing safety concerns for both students and staff as a result of the teacher to 
student ratio being inappropriate. Due to budget cuts, there is inadequate staffing to monitor the 
learning centers that are held in the cafeteria and auditorium. It is clearly an issue of insufficient 
staffing, per Superintendent Moretti, and he feels the community at large should be aware of the 
liability issues should a child be injured. 

FY Budget Reductions — Because of a potential deficit for this fiscal year the Superintendent 
recommended several mid-year reductions to mitigate the deficit. Reductions made: Middle 
School Guidance Counselor $17,847, Middle School Special Education teacher $40,844, 
elimination of two .5 custodians $13,400, and eliminate two MCAS Teaching Assistants $15,000. 
The Committee voted the following capital needs requests to be submitted to the Town Capital 
Needs Committee.

Policy Changes 
School Choice- The committee voted in the spring to reinstate school choice to the system. As 


of October 15 students are attending as school choice students. Teachers were not added to 
accommodate an increase in student population they were absorbed without significantly adding 
to the class size at any particular level. Additionally, new legislation has been passed that if a 
school choice student is a Special Education student it is the responsibility of the sending district 
to pay for that student. The school system is receiving approximately $80,000 from this program. 
In January the School Committee voted a policy change after three readings. Gordon McKinnon 
and Heather Graham worked on the policy in a sub-committee. The policy establishes new 
parameters for background checks on all school employees. It has become a required mandate 
that all individuals coming in contact with students have their fingerprints checked. This allows for 
a broader scope reaching beyond the state level and to the national level for possible infractions. 
Proposed Changes to School Committee Policy on Entrance Age. Children that are five years 
of age on or before September ist are eligible to enter kindergarten. Children who will be six 
years of age on or before September 1st will be eligible to enter first grade. Both of these will be 
changed to read: eligible on or before August 31st. 
Proposed Changes to the School Committee Policy on Student Transportation. Mrs. 
Kitchenham shared that as a result of busing issues for the last few years there needs to be 
changes made to try and rectify the situation. The following recommendations are being 
proposed: 

o _ The fee for the first child will go from $250.00 to $300.00 o 

o Second child from $125.00 to $150.00 

o Subsequent children from $0 to $50.00 

o The family cap will go from $350.00 to $500.00 


Other significant committee news, activities and actions: 
Dr. Dunn, our school physician, every year generously donates the stipend he earns as school 


physician back to the schools every year to be used for field trips. The stipend will be divided in 
grades K-12 to defray field trip costs. 

In November, a letter was sent home to parents of fifth graders telling them that Nature’s 
Classroom would not be happening this year. Mr. Gentile Principal of the GWMMS cited cost, 
reduced participation, the fact that it occurs during MCAS, and not having a staff member to 
assume coordinating the program after Mrs. Stephen retired. Mr. Moretti has asked Mr. Gentile to 
find an alternate activity for the students and told the parents in attendance that he supports Mr. 
Gentile’s decision. Mr. Gentile stated that he was open to suggestions of alternative activities and 
would set up a meeting of interested parents to plan other activities. 

Youth Survey Results — Principal Vieira explained that Officer Harvey requested a youth survey 
be done so that results can be compared to one that was done several years ago. After compiling 
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the data there doesn’t seem to be a spike or change over the past few years. A variety of 
questions was anonymously asked concerning safety, drug use, parent relationships and 
teacher/peer relationships. The information gathered helps us understand the issues that have an 
effect on our students. Drug use and alcohol use are serious issues but have not increased 
significantly. Drinking and driving is one issue where students are beginning to understand the 
seriousness and are refraining from drinking and driving or entering a car of someone who has 
consumed alcohol. 

Preschool and Full day Kindergarten tuition fees to remain the same as last year.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF ASSESSORS 


The Board of Assessors revalues all properties in the Town in accordance with the State law requirement 
that property valuations must be at 100% of market value each year. The values are certified by the 
Massachusetts Department of Revenue (DOR) every three years, through on-site and intensive 
examination of the procedures and methodology being employed by the local Board of Assessors. In the 
intervening years, the local valuation process is the same, but State oversight consists of review and 
approval of required statistical analysis. 


The Fiscal Year 2015 interim year certification was completed utilizing the department's Computer Aided 
Mass Appraisal (CAMA) system. The CAMA system is used to calculate the assessed value for each 
property in order to adjust to the market value as indicated by sales data. DOR issues regulations that 
define how the statistical sales analysis must be done. There were 139 qualified sales used in the 
analysis, a total from January 1, 2013 through December 31, 2013. A qualified sale is an open market 
transaction between a willing and educated buyer and seller. Types of sales not considered qualified by 
the DOR include those between family members or intra-corporation sales, those not exposed to the 
market, auction and foreclosure sales, short sales, those that involve more than one property and/or 
additional personal property, stressed sales (such as an estate sale, court settlement or as a result of a 
divorce), and where there has been a significant change after the sale before the sales analysis is done. 


The Town of East Bridgewater, led by the Assessing Department, entered into a program offered by the 
Department of Revenue in 2014 called the TARP Program. It was an effort to get towns to set their tax 
rates sooner, relieving the end of year build up that comes in December when the majority of towns 
finalize their tax rates. East Bridgewater was the first of the 13 towns in the program to be certified by the 
DOR and to set their tax rate. The Board of Assessors reports that the FY15 property tax rate was 
certified at $17.76. The Department of Revenue formally notified the town of the new tax rate on 
September 24, 2014. 


The average single-family assessment is now $299,746. The residential tax rate is $17.76 per thousand 


making the average single-family tax bill $5323.00. The average commercial property value is $459,130. 
The commercial tax rate is $17.76 per thousand making the average commercial tax bill $8154.00 
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The Board of Assessors recommended to the Board of Selectmen at the Classification Hearing held 
September 22, 2014 that for FY15 it vote to adopt a Uniform Tax rate, not to grant an Open Space 
discount, not to adopt a Residential Exemption and not to adopt a Small Commercial Exemption. The 
Board of Selectman voted not split the tax rate on September 22, 2014. 


Our department is responsible for the valuation of just under one and a half billion dollars of real estate 
and personal property resulting in more than half of East Bridgewater’s 45 million dollar budget. The total 
budget amount to be raised was $47,415,379.33 with the tax levy or amount to be raised through property 
taxes of $26,696 ,390.31. An additional $1,406,159.00 was estimated to be raised from motor vehicle 
excise tax revenue. 


The Assessing Department applied and received a grant from the Mass Geographic Information System 
(GIS) to upgrade our current maps to the state’s Level 3 standards required by the state wide system. 
The grant totaled $20,292.00. GIS gives the Assessor's office and other departments the ability to help 
maintain, organize and analyze geographic based information. GIS has not been updated in the town 
since 2004 and this grant was much needed in the department. It is the goal of the department to offer the 
town maps on line this year once the upgrade is complete and software is in place.

The Planning/Building Department has many diverse responsibilities. The Planning Board Administrative 
Assistant, Marcia Anapolsky, coordinates activity between developers and the Planning Board for new 
subdivisions and commercial projects.

Dorothy Simpson, Principal Clerk in the Planning/Building Department, also 
serves as the Principal Clerk of the Zoning Board of Appeals. In December, Marcia retired from the 
position of Administrative Assistant to the Planning Board. | would like to offer her my best wishes for a 
long, happy retirement and thank her for her 35 years of dedicated service to the Town and its residents. 


In 2014, this department issued 1345 permits: 


493 Building Permits 
236 Gas Permits 

212 Plumbing Permits 
404 Wiring Permits 


The estimated construction cost as indicated by the building permit applications was $7,946,579.00. 
Fees for the building related permits totaling $81,103 were collected and turned over to the Town 
Treasurer. The total number of building related permits issued for 2013 increased by 5% over 2013. The 
Building Department, in cooperation with the Fire Department, also performs annual inspections of public 
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assembly buildings. Thirty eight Certificates of Inspection were issued in 2014. Fees totaling $1,360.00 
were collected and turned over to the Town Treasurer for these required inspections. 


Construction of the High School project continued this year with the demolition of the old building and 
construction of the upper baseball/soccer field. A Temporary Certificate of Occupancy remains in effect 
for the school, waste water treatment facility, and the stadium.

REPORT OF THE CAPITAL IMPROVEMENT PLANNING COMMITTEE 


In Fiscal 07 the Capital Committee began developing a strategic plan in its approach with the capital 
needs of the community. The first step was for voters to approve the implementation of a Capital 
Stabilization Fund at the ballot box. The second tier consisted of considering immediate projects, while 
developing a long range plan to maintain the infrastructure of the Town. 


Due to the continued conservative budgeting of the town, the Capital Stabilization Fund has been funded 
with the free cash that has been available which has allowed the fund to grow and to provide a steady 
funding source for capital projects. The Capital Planning Committee is now ready to formulate a viable 
long term capital plan that can be funded from the Capital Stabilization Fund. 


A major component of the long term capital plan for the Town is the roads. Over the past several years, 
the Capital Planning Committee has supported the long range Road Improvement Plan that the DPW 
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Director has developed and the paving projects recommended for approval in FY2014 reflects this 
support. 


The Town also hired a Facilities Director to monitor and coordinate the repair and maintenance of all town 
owned buildings. This was a very strategic hire and has reaped immediate benefits to the town and to the 
capital planning process. The Capital Planning Committee can now go to one person for a 
comprehensive review of the town owned buildings. The Facilities Director is also assisting the committee 
in preparing a long term repair and maintenance plan similar to what the DPW Director has done with the 
roads. The roads and the buildings consume a significant amount of the capital budget each year and it is 
important to have the ability to properly plan for these projects a few years in advance. 


For fiscal year 2014 the Capital Committee met with all department heads who had submitted capita

REPORT OF THE COUNCIL ON AGING 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and Citizens of East Bridgewater: 
It is with great pleasure that | submit the Council on Aging‘s 2014 annual report. 


February 4, 2014 marked one year since The Center at Sachem Rock Senior/Community Center opened 
its doors. With increased space for programs, classes and services, the Council on Aging (COA) 
experienced a marked increase in units of service provided as residents took advantage of the wide 
variety of programs available. Units of service showed an increase in demand in all categories especially 
in the areas of Recreation/Socialization (100.3%), Outreach Advocacy (62.9%) and Wellness & Health 
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(22.6%). Outreach/Advocacy includes general information services, case management and S.H.I.N.E. 
Counseling while Wellness & Health includes health screenings, clinics, various fitness and exercise 
programs, Meals on Wheels, congregate meals served at The Center and health education programs. 


Activities Director, Susan L. Prendergast planned a large variety of events throughout the year providing 
something of interest to a wide range of older or disabled residents, their families and caregivers. A 
birthday celebration was held in February to commemorate The Center’s opening a year earlier. The 
event was complete with entertainment and birthday cake. Also in February, the Council on Aging 
sponsored their 5" Annual Intergenerational Winter Party. Entertainment by “The Stupendous Mr. 
Magichead” and pizza were provided for older residents accompanied by their grandchildren, children, 
nieces, nephews, young friends or just on their own. Also in February, The COA partnered with East 
Bridgewater Public Access TV in the live performance and taping of George Lopes’ 25" episode of his 
cable series, “Two Tones”. Thank you to EBCTV Executive Director, Russ Hannigan for making this 
possible. Other entertainment opportunities this year included a Paint “Night” sponsored, in part, by a 
grant from the East Bridgewater Arts Council, Sgt. Daniel Clark, “The Singing Trooper” who returned this 
year for a St. Patrick’s Day performance and our 2nd Annual Ladies Spring Tea. We are thankful for our 
neighbors at The Sachem Center for Health and Rehabilitation in East Bridgewater who sponsored 
several “Jeopardy!” events as well as “Left, Right, Center” which was so popular that it became an 
ongoing weekly event at the COA. In November, they also sponsored a “Pinning Ceremony” at the COA 
with close to 40 veterans in attendance. The event consisted of a brief ceremony during which each 
veteran was recognized. It was very moving to see our veterans, some from World War Il and some 
using walkers, proudly walk to the front to receive their pin. Thank you to the East Bridgewater High 
School Key Club and their advisor, Julia Sheehan, for sponsoring the Annual Senior Prom in April as well 
as the 1* Annual Holiday Pie Social and Candy Bar BINGO in November. Seniors and students alike 
enjoyed both events. December brought our “New Year's Eve-Eve Party” graciously sponsored by 
Republic Services. We are hopeful this will become an annual event. Our other annual events included 
the Watermelon Social and BBQ held at the Commercial Club, and the Ice Cream Social and Halloween 
Parties held at The Center. 


Educational programs, classes and presentations were also varied. They included a series of group and 
small classes on a variety of computer related topics. Thank you to Mr. Richard Stanton of Whitman for 
graciously volunteering his time to teach these classes. Other offerings included a series of watercolor 
card making classes expertly taught by volunteer Deborah Comeau of Marshfield. Thank you to Ms. 
Comeau for her gift of time and willingness to share her talents. Sally Avery of Massachusetts Audubon 
returned for 2 presentations, “Do You Hear What | Hear?” and a guided walk around the grounds of 
Sachem Rock Farm identifying various birds and their songs. Sponsored by the Massachusetts Bar 
Association, Attorney lan Oppenheim of Halifax, MA joined us for an” Elder Law Day: Taking Control of 
Your Future: A Legal Checkup” and Home Instead Senior Care provided a presentation titled “Get 
Organized”. 


Health related topics were plentiful and included a Family Education Workshop for those caring for an 
aging parent or relative with Alzheimer’s Disease or other dementia also by Home Instead Senior Care 
and “Hearing Loss and Treatment Options” as well as free hearing screenings was presented by licensed 
audiologist Dr. Kristy Lamoureux. Old Colony Elder Services presented “Put Pain in its Place” and 
HopeHealth presented “Five Wishes” explaining the popular living will document and workbook that 
enables a person to have clear communication about their end of life wishes. We also continued to offer 
a twice weekly health clinic where a client can have their blood pressure or blood sugar checked or ask 
the nurse any health related question. A podiatry clinic was held four times throughout the year by 
podiatrist Dr. Sarah Derosier. Cathy Grinham, RDH, Public Health Dental Hygienist from Vising Dental 
Associates of Massachusetts was on site four times throughout the year to provide dental cleanings and 
dental hygiene exams. 


Recreational and fitness opportunities included crocheting, mah jongg, tai chi, line dance/exercise, chair 
and mat yoga and our Walking Club that met during the nicer weather months. This year, beginning in 
April, we also added Zumba Gold every Wednesday afternoon which has been enjoyed by many. Whist, 
Cribbage, Back Alley Bridge and the “Busy Hands’ groups continued to meet on a weekly basis and are 
always enthusiastic to welcome new members. The Monday morning coffee hour continued to provide a 
place to relax and enjoy a cup of coffee and conversation. There were also several trips held throughout 
the year. Thank you to the Trustees of the Home for Aged Men in the City of Brockton for partially 
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underwriting the cost of several of these trips and to the Eastern Massachusetts Trustees Group for 
providing a grant to the Big E for one bus of travelers. 


The Senior Citizen's Club continued to meet at the Center most months on the 3 Wednesday except for 
January, February, July and August. The Center was, once again, host to meetings for several 
community groups including the Special Education Parents Advisory Council, The Melodians, an East 
Bridgewater Girl Scout Troop that met at The Center twice a month and the East Bridgewater's H.U.G.S. 
Group during the holiday season. Senator Thomas Kennedy joined us for office hours in April and State 
Representative Geoff Diehl for bi-monthly visits. We continued to have many residents and non-residents 
alike stop in for tours. We frequently hear wonderful comments about the beautiful building and grounds. 


Thank you to Joe Benson from Joseph Benson Tax Services who prepared tax returns for a nominal fee 
for older residents of the town. Joe is kept very busy with appointments one day per week at the COA 
during tax preparation season. This service continues to be most appreciated. 


Old Colony Elder Services provided catered, nutritious and tasty meals every week on Monday, Tuesday 
and Thursday for a donation of $2.50. Please call the COA to make your reservation. This year, 
beginning in April, the COA also sponsored “special” meals, some including entertainment. These meals 
were well attended and enjoyed and included our now annual “Christmas in July” celebration, Halloween 
Lunch & Party and a Thanksgiving special lunch. 


The Council on Aging’s Annual Christmas Party was held at the Commercial Club with entertainment by 
“Java Jive”, door prizes, dancing and a delicious plated turkey dinner catered by Roche Brothers. Thank 
you to the Trustees of the Home for Aged Men in the City of Brockton for providing a grant which helped 
to defray the cost of this increasingly popular event. Thank you also to the many area establishments 
and residents who provided door prizes for the event. East Bridgewater's Girl Scout Troops, Daisy 
through Senior level, provided wonderful door prizes, placemats, centerpieces and decorations. Thank 
you to the girls and their leaders who again this year spent much time and effort making this event truly 
special for our older residents. It was greatly appreciated. 


We are grateful to the Lion’s Club for sponsoring their annual Senior BBQ held on Father’s Day as well as 
the Standish Sportsmen’s Club for the Senior Roast Beef Dinner held in August. Thank you also to the 
Whitman Knights of Columbus who welcome East Bridgewater seniors to their Thanksgiving Day dinner 
held the previous weekend and to the Country Club of Halifax for continuing to include East Bridgewater 
residents in their annual Thanksgiving Day dinner. 


In her capacity as newsletter editor, Susan creates a monthly newsletter filled with information about 
upcoming Council on Aging presentations, trips, activities and articles of particular interest to older adults, 
their families and caregivers. The newsletter is mailed or hand delivered to every household in East 
Bridgewater with a resident age 60 and older. Thank you to the East Bridgewater Friends of Seniors for 
their assistance with printing costs. If you prefer to read your newsletter online, you may do so at 
www.eastbridgewaterma.org in the COA section. Please let us know if this is your preference and we will 
take you off our mailing list. Since the newsletters are returned to us at our expense if they are not 
deliverable, please let us know if you are traveling and we will take you off the mailing list and reinstate 
you when you return. The COA continues to have a page on Facebook. In an effort to keep residents 
informed, we also post upcoming events and announcements on East Bridgewater's Cable TV station. If 
you have suggestions for future trips or events, or would like to place an item in the newsletter, please 
contact Susan at the Council on Aging. 


Kelley Long, Client Services Coordinator, assisted many residents of all ages with fuel assistance and 
S.N.A.P. applications as well as with emergency financial, fuel and food needs. Thank you to the East 
Bridgewater Charitable Committee of the Bridgewater Savings Bank for their continued support in 
providing funds for East Bridgewater residents. Their donations were used to assist those qualified 
residents who found themselves with an unexpected or emergency financial hardship. 


Once again, Kelley was kept busy providing S.H.I.N.E. (Serving the Health Information Needs of 
Everyone) Counseling during Medicare’s open enrollment period from October 15 through December 7. 
Joan Smith, volunteer S.H.I.N.E. Counselor, helped out on Friday mornings assisting residents at The 
Center. A large number of residents continue to age into the Medicare system and also sought 
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information on supplemental and Medicare D Prescription Drug Plans. This trend will continue for the 
foreseeable future as Baby Boomers become Medicare eligible. The Council on Aging encourages 
residents approaching the age of 65, and in need of Medicare supplemental insurance and prescription 
drug coverage, to become informed about the process well before that coverage is needed. The Council 
on Aging also assists disabled residents of any age with health insurance enrollment and trouble 
shooting. Please call the Council on Aging at 508-378-1610 to make an appointment if you are in need of 
information or assistance. 


In conjunction with Medicare open enrollment, the COA hosted several Medicare insurance provider 
information tables as well as a presentation by representatives of the S.H.I.N.E. Regional Office who 
spoke on the changes that Medicare beneficiaries could expect in 2015. 


Van driver Gerd “Gerry” Voss continued to drive the COA and professionally provide much needed 
transportation to some of East Bridgewater’s older and disabled residents who depend on this service. 
Unfortunately, toward the end of the year, Gerry experienced some health related issues and needed to 
take some time off. Gerry has assured us, however, that he will be available to drive in a pinch. John 
“Jack” Sullivan, graciously returned from semi-retirement to become the primary van driver once again. 
Thank you to Gerry for his years of assistance to the older and disabled residents of East Bridgewater. 
We hope to see you occasionally! The Council on Aging provides transportation for weekly shopping trips 
and for some COA sponsored events. Additionally, residents can travel weekly to either Truccchi’s or 
Market Basket, around the town on our weekly errand van or on a monthly shopping trip with various 
destinations. The Council on Aging continued to provide transportation to older and disabled residents for 
individual appointments in East Bridgewater and surrounding communities through Dial-A-Bat. On 
Wednesday and Friday of each week, rides to Boston can also be arranged through Dial-A-Bat for 
medical appointments only. Residents over the age of 60 or those of any age who have either a 
documented permanent or temporary disability can use Dial-A-Bat services. Residents can arrange a 
ride by calling the COA at least 24 hours in advance of the needed ride. 


The Volunteer Driver Program is for East Bridgewater residents age 60 or older who have medical 
appointments outside of Dial-A-Bat’s service area and have no other means of transportation to get to 
their destination. The program currently has 8 volunteers whose mileage expenses are reimbursed by 
Old Colony Planning Council. The residents who are in need of this service are most appreciative of our 
volunteers. If you would like to volunteer for the program or find yourself in need of the service, please 
call Kelley Long at the COA. 


Beginning in March, the East Bridgewater Fire Department, in conjunction with the CERT (Community 
Emergency Response Team) program offered an eight week training for civilian volunteers. Thank you to 
Lt. David Repeta of the East Bridgewater Fire Department for organizing and leading this important 
training. ~ 


In April, the COA hosted an eight week Citizen’s Police Academy for seniors. Each week a different topic 
related to local police work was introduced to the participants including the history of the East Bridgewater 
Police Department, traffic patrol procedures, arrest & probable cause, SWAT/SEMLEC and more. This 
proved to be a very popular series with twenty East Bridgewater seniors “graduating” and receiving 
certificates upon completion of the eight weeks. Thank you to Sgt. Steve Brown and Officer Tallitha 
Connor for organizing this event and to other members of the East Bridgewater Police and Fire 
Departments for educating some of our older residents about the important work that you do. 


The TRIAD/S.A.L.T. (Seniors And Law Enforcement Together) Council continued to increase its 
programming during 2014. The year began with a presentation on Emergency Preparedness by East 
Bridgewater Fire Chief Timothy Harhen. Other presentations included: “Diabetic Footwear and Foot 
Care’, Fall Prevention, CapTel Telephone presentation for the hearing impaired, “The Benefits of 
Hydration”, “Do You Know About Lifeline?” presented by the Massachusetts Department of 
Telecommunications & Cable and Liisa Budge-Johnson of the Plymouth County Sheriffs Department 
gave an informative presentation on “Charitable Giving: How to be an Informed Donor”. In November, Lt. 
Keith McCartney of the East Bridgewater Fire Department taught a Family and Friends CPR class. In 
May, the TRIAD/S.A.L.T. Breakfast brought 81 hungry residents who enjoyed a full pancake breakfast 
prepared by members of the East Bridgewater Fire and Police Departments and served by members of 
the Plymouth County Sheriff and District Attorney’s Offices. Thank you to East Bridgewater Police Chief 
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John Cowan and Fire Chief Timothy Harhen for their expertise in the kitchen. Thank you also to Lt. 
Jeffrey Kelley of the East Bridgewater Fire Department who spoke on Emergency Preparedness and Lt. 
David Repeta who gave a presentation on the East Bridgewater C.E.R. T. Program. Liisa Budge- 
Johnson of the Plymouth County Sheriff's Department joined us again and gave a brief presentation 
about SafetyNet by LoJack. The S.A.L.T. Council meets on the first Thursday of the month at 9:30AM and 
is always looking for new members interested in keeping seniors safe in their homes and in the 
community. 


The Council on Aging is pleased to offer a daily “Friendly Call’ or a “Friendly Visit’ to all those who 
request the service. Please contact Kelley Long at the COA if you are interested in having someone 
check on your well-being either by phone or with a visit at a specified time and day/days. The Plymouth 
County Sheriff's Department also offers a free daily call through their “Safety Assurance” Program 
formerly known as “Are You OK?”. Please call the Sheriffs Department directly at 1-800-622-4300 for 
further details or to enroll. 


The Senior Property Tax Workoff Program is a program established by the State of Massachusetts to 
reduce property tax liability for seniors, in exchange for volunteer services. It is administered, after its 
adoption, by each individual town. In East Bridgewater, the Senior Property Tax Workoff Program 
provided 42 jobs for qualified residents. These individuals worked 100 hours to earn an abatement toward 
their property tax bills. They were placed in various town departments including the East Bridgewater 
Public Library, all three East Bridgewater schools, in the town hall for the Selectmen and Assessor's 
offices, East Bridgewater Cable Television, the Department of Public Works and the Council on Aging. 
This program continues to be very popular with the number of applicants far exceeding the number of 
available jobs. 


In calendar year 2014, over 100 volunteers gave the COA and the town of East Bridgewater 5,524.5 
hours. It is estimated that a volunteer’s time in Massachusetts is worth $27.00/hour. Based on that dollar 
value, this gift of time is worth $149,161.50! Throughout the year, our volunteers delivered 5,511 Meals 
on Wheels to 42 homebound East Bridgewater residents every weekday. They also assisted the staff with 
cleaning of the office, emptying of our trash and recycle bins, data entry, answering phones and other 
general office work. Our volunteers also helped with events, prepared our monthly newsletter for mailing 
and delivered the newsletters to various locations throughout town. We can not thank these volunteers 
enough for unselfishly giving of themselves and their time.

The Council extends a big thank you to the East Bridgewater Garden Club for preparing, planting and 
tending two flower gardens in the center island. Their efforts in keeping the property beautiful are much 
appreciated. 


The East Bridgewater Friends of Seniors is a group that raises funds throughout the year and provides 
financial support to the COA for items that are not in the budget. New members are always welcome. 

The “Friends” held a very successful and well attended Antique and Collectible Appraisal Night in 
October. Thanks to the Friends group, the sitting room at The Center has new andirons in the fireplace. 
They were just the finishing touch that the room needed! They have also provided funds for newsletter 
printing and for new electrical outlets to be installed in the house foyer and in the connector hallway under 
the windows. 


September brought the resignation of long time COA member B. John Morawski, serving many years as 
Treasurer. John served the COA faithfully and we wish him all the best in his “retirement”. In October, 
Dianne Kennedy Warkel reluctantly tendered her resignation to the Council so that she could pursue 
other interests. Robert DiFazio continued as chair, Susan Muir as Secretary and Robert Ringuette filled 
the position of Treasurer. The COA welcomed Virginia Yafrate in December as she filled one of the 
vacant positions. The COA meets monthly on the first Tuesday of the month at 6:00. All meetings are 
open to the public.

REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF PUBLIC WORKS 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 


As the Director of Public Works for the town of East Bridgewater I am pleased to present our 


department's annual report for 2014. 


Highway & Land Management Division 


During 2014 the Highway & Land management division oversaw several significant roadway 
improvement projects including; the repaving of sections of Plymouth St., Belmont St. and Summer St., 
the reconstruction of Tardie Terrace, Village Road and Broad Meadow Drive. A section of Walnut Street 
was reconstructed in coordination with a water main replacement project. We reconstructed over 2800 
feet of sidewalk on Plymouth St. and more than 10 miles of roads where cracked sealed as part of a town 
wide pavement preservation program. 

Our 80 miles of roadway were swept to remove debris and roadsides were mowed during the 
growing season to control vegetation growth. As part of our management plan to address East 


Bridgewater's storm water, our staff also cleaned over 750 catch basins, repaired 30 catch basins and 


cleared more than 200 feet of drainage pipe. 

The department removed 67 hazardous trees from our road sides and an additional 29 were 
pruned to reduce risk to the motoring public. 

The very successful Adopt-an-Island program continued to grow with now most traffic islands 
being maintained by private companies and organizations. The DPW continued to work to improve the 
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on-going maintenance programs for all town athletic fields and green spaces, this year taking over the 
grounds maintenance of all public school grounds. 


Water Division 

In 2014 the Water Department upgraded the 6 inch water main on Walnut Street to 12 inch, by 
doing this it will help the hydraulics of the system, water distribution, and firefighting capabilities. 
Along with this work the Department repaired 3 major water main leaks, and 15 residential service leaks. 
15 Hydrants were repaired and 5 hydrants were replaced. The division’s personnel have performed 
preventative maintenance along with painting to more than 80 fire hydrants. 
Leak survey was performed on the water distribution system consisting of 110 miles of water main, 7 
water main and service leaks were found and repaired. 
Ongoing pump station maintenance and well rehabilitation was done to well #1 and well #4. By doing 
this the department preserves the life of the well, and less possibility of mechanical/ well failure. Station 
#2 was connected to a gas Auxiliary generator, this will provide water in a critical time if need be. The 5 
pump stations and 2 treatment plants provided the town with 356.2 million gallons of water in 2014! 
Division personnel have also continued with the ongoing programs, cross connection testing, meter 
replacement, hydrant flushing which must be done to clean the mains of any sedimentation. Another 
critical important responsibility of the Water Division is maintaining compliance with the State and 
Federal Protection Agency required regulatory testing ranging from daily to monthly, to quarterly, to 
yearly tests that test for over 300 plus possible contaminants. 


Solid Waste & Recycling Division 

In 2014, East Bridgewater's residents participating in our Pay As You Throw program generated and 
disposed of 2934 tons of solid waste. Of that “waste” more than one third, 1038 tons of paper, plastics, tin, 
aluminum and cardboard were recycled. 


Facilities Division 


During 2014 several Capital projects were completed, renovations to the Middle School Gym, Central 
School bathrooms and equipment and electrical upgrades to kitchen equipment at Central School. Green 
cleaning chemicals have been implemented in all town buildings. Structural repairs to the Town Hall 
were put out to Public bid and awarded. The cooperation and support of all municipal departments 
continues to enhance the day to day operations of the Facilities Division. With the consolidation of fiscal 
recourses procurement has been streamlined to be more cost effective. The Facilities division continues to 
strive to improve the overall maintenance and operation of all town buildings

REPORT OF EAST BRIDGEWATER COMMUNITY TELEVISION, INC. 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


On Behalf of the Board of Directors, Staff, and Membership of East Bridgewater Community 
Television, Inc., (EBCTV) we are pleased to submit our annual report for 2014. 


East Bridgewater Community Television, a non profit Public, Educational, and Government 
Access Cable Television Facility, serving East Bridgewater residents, the Town of East 
Bridgewater Government, and the East Bridgewater School Department by operating the 
community's three (3) P.E.G. Access Channels (Public, Educational, & Government). 


Our Staff consists of one full time Executive Director and one full time Assistant Director. Our 
Board of Directors consists of five (5) members. One Board member is appointed by the

East Bridgewater Board of Selectmen and one Board member is appointed by the East 
Bridgewater School Department. The three (3) remaining Board members are elected on a 
regular basis by the East Bridgewater Community Television Membership. East Bridgewater 
Community Television Membership consists of Town Residents, Local Town, State and 
Federal Government Officials, Town School Department Officials, Locally Based Business 
Owners and Locally Based Non-Profit Organizations. 


East Bridgewater Community Television is a member, in good standing, of the Alliance for 
Community Media, the national grassroots organization responsible for preserving, protecting 
and defending all forms of electronic freedom of speech. EBCTV is also a member of the 
state wide chapter of the A.C.M. known as MASS-ACCESS. 


The EBCTV Board of Directors and Staff works on a constant basis to facilitate its 
membership in electronic freedom of speech through training in a wide spectrum of electronic 
forms of communication including but not limited to Cable Television show production, 
Electronic Community Bulletin Board creation and internet webcasting. Members are trained 
through hands on participation in Field Videography, In-Studio Production, Non-Linear 
Computer Editing, and Computer Based Graphics and animation. 


East Bridgewater also educates the Children of East Bridgewater, by operating each summer 
Video Production Summer Camps. The first East Bridgewater Community Television Kids 
Video Summer Camp serves Children aged eight (8) to ten (10) teaching them basic and 
essential skills in Video Production and electronic story telling. The second East Bridgewater 
Community Television Summer Video Camp serves Teens aged eleven (11) to fourteen (14) 
years old. This camp teaches the advanced skills of non-linear computer based editing and 
further enhances the teens’ skills in electronic story telling. 


In addition to the Summer Video Camps, East Bridgewater Community Television offers an 
Extracurricular High School based club for East Bridgewater Junior-Senior High School 
Students. The students elect their own Multi-Media Club Officers and they all work on a 
variety of interesting video projects. Media Club members also participate in a wide variety of 
in studio and on location television productions, giving the students valuable hands on 
training for future possible vocations in the media of television, motion pictures and other 
various electronic mediums. 


East Bridgewater Town and School Department Members, Residents, and Locally Based 
Business Members and Locally Based Non-Profit Organizations are also facilitated and 
trained to create their own programming to communicate their non-commercial messages 
throughout the community via cable television and the station’s Free “Video on Demand” 
system. In addition, Town Departments and Non Profit organizations are trained, facilitated 
and given access to one of the three (3) community-based Electronic Bulletin Board systems. 
Each Bulletin Board system represents one of the three P.E.G. channels and authorized 
members are trained to create messages specifically for that venue. EBCTV also works 
closely with Town, State and Federal Officials to get their message of Government 
Operations to their constituents on a continuing basis. 


2014 has been a very exciting year for East Bridgewater Community Television as the Staff, 
engineers and Board of Directors began part 1 of Phase II of the Station’s rebuild project. 
Part 1 is the rebuilding of the PEG Station’s Mobile Video Production Van. Due to an 
unfortunate vehicle accident, the old EBCTV Production Van was totaled. A previously 
owned Mercedes Sprinter Van was purchased to replace the old non functioning Van. The 
interior equipment was replaced and updated with state of the art audio and video gear. Part 
2 of Phase II will be the installation of needed equipment in the High School’s new Press Box 
to make it capable of live Television transmission’s of sporting events and High School 
Graduation ceremonies from the new Sports Field. 

Phase III should completed sometime in 2016. Phase III will be the upgrade of EBCTV’s 
Town Hall Video Production rack located in the Selectmen Chamber of town hall. The 
upgrade will include the replacement of the remote control cameras with state of the art HD 
cameras. 
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None of the new EBCTV equipment cost the taxpayers of East Bridgewater a single cent 
since all the costs continue to be covered within the 10 year contract signed between the 
community of East Bridgewater and the Comcast Cable Company. 


East Bridgewater Community Television continues to strive to enhance, improve and facilitate 
new and veteran member/producers to create more and better video programming along with 
various other forms of electronic communication for the betterment of the community.

REPORT OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


In 2014 the Fire Department saw the promotion of Craig Winsor from Captain to Deputy Fire Chief. The 
Fire Department welcomed one new full-time Firefighter/Paramedic, John Eaton, who filled a vacancy 
created by a resignation and welcomed four new Call Firefighters who are currently trained or training to 
become certified Emergency Medical Technicians. These four Call Firefighters are currently attending the 
Massachusetts Call/Volunteer Firefighting Academy to obtain their Firefighter I/Il training and eventual 
certification. The new Call Firefighters are Jason Kiely, Joshua Anacki, John Tibbetts and Darrin Kelm. | 
am proud to report that full-time Firefighter/Paramedic Christopher Olson graduated the 215" class of the 
Massachusetts Firefighting Academy, Career Recruit Program, on August 8, 2014 and was awarded the 
Richard N. Bangs Award given to the most outstanding student of each recruit class. This recognition was 
based on Firefighter Olson’s exceptional academic average and outstanding skill proficiency. 


The department responded to 2,309 emergencies in 2014, resulting in an estimated $613,850 in property 
loss. A breakdown of the incidents is as follows:

1,406 patients were treated and transported to local hospitals in the Fire Department ambulances during 
the year. Ambulance related calls increased in 2014 with an additional 115 transports in Fire Department 
ambulances. Fees collected for various statutory or local option permits were submitted to the Town 
Treasurer in the amount of $10,831.00. Overall total runs were down approximately 4.5% from 2013 due 
to the lack of major weather events, but remain 10% higher in comparison to calendar year 2009. 


The SAFE program was re-instated in East Bridgewater for fiscal year 2014 when the Fire Department 
was awarded a grant of $6,904.00 through the Department of Fire Services. Since the creation of the 
SAFE program by the legislature nineteen years ago, the average annual child fire deaths have been 
reduced by 70%. This year the program was expanded to include Senior SAFE, which allows us to 
specifically target seniors in the community who are the most vulnerable of populations at risk of fire 
related deaths. This program is aimed at educating seniors on fire prevention, general home safety and 
how to be better prepared in the event of a fire. The SAFE and Senior SAFE programs educate people of 
all ages, from preschool through seniors on fire prevention. Lieutenant Jeffrey Kelley is the Public 
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Education Coordinator and directly oversees the SAFE program. He is committed to making the citizens 
of East Bridgewater safer through public education and awareness. 


My sincerest thanks to the Board of Selectmen, Town Administrator, Finance Committee, members of the 
Fire Department and all other Town Department's and the citizens of East Bridgewater for their continued 
cooperation and assistance during the past year.

$6,100.00 in property damage.

May 1 this Department issued nearly 700 burning permits which resulted in over 1400 renewals.

Office Hours: Monday 8:30 a.m. - 8:00 p.m., Tuesday through Thursday 8:30 a.m. - 4:30 p.m., 
Friday 8:30 a.m. — noon. 


From January 2014 to December 2014 the Board issued 61 Disposal Works Construction 
Permits and 14 permits for minor repairs of septic systems. The Health Agent witnessed 49 percolation 
tests in 2014. 


In 2014 the Board of Health processed seven WPAT loans to residents for septic repairs totaling 
$131,319.09. We hope to continue this service for the residents of East Bridgewater. 


In 2014 the Board issued licenses to 47 Food Service Establishments with 3 being new 
establishments in town. We welcomed Tatami, Subway and Johnny Macaroni 2 to East Bridgewater. 
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The Rabies Clinic was moved to the Center at Sachem Rock in 2014 due to the construction in 
the Town Hall parking lot. This move proved to be very successful and provided a safer waiting area for 
pets and owners. Once again Bonnie McArthur provided the service for a cost of $10 per animal. We 
hope to provide the service in 2015 at the same venue 


The BOH did not receive any state supplied flu vaccine in 2014, however, with the help of Rite- 
Aid Pharmacy we hosted a flu clinic in coordination with the Council on Aging at the Senior Center. We 
are hoping to receive state supplied vaccine in 2015. 


The sewerage treatment plant servicing the new school continues to be monitored and 
maintained by Whitewater Inc. The Board has been very happy with the daily operation of the plant and 
the coordination and cooperation with its primary operator Skip Malonson. 


Our Health Agent, Robert Philbrick continues to ensure compliance of all State and Local Codes for Title 
V Regulations as well as the Minimum Standards of Fitness for Human Habitation (State Sanitary Code). 
Additionally Bob continues to take on the task of assisting in getting the large population of feral and free 
roaming cats in the area trapped and spayed with the help of Mary Connolly from the Humane Society 
and Annie Brown, our.local Animal Control Officer. 


In 2014 we welcomed Crystal Condon, R.N. to our team as the Community Health Nurse. 
Crystal worked for many years as the school nurse at the Central Elementary School. Crystal is available 
to see residents for free blood pressure checks, glucose levels and general health counseling on 
Mondays from 9:00—11:30 and Wednesdays from 10:30-1:00 in her office at the Center at Sachem Rock 
on Plymouth Street. 


We would like to thank all Town Departments and Boards for their continued support and 
cooperation throughout the year.

REPORT OF THE HISTORICAL COMMISSION 
To the Honorable Selectmen and citizens of the Town of East Bridgewater 
The Historical Commission submits the following report for the year 2014. 


The commission meets on the fourth Monday of the month at Town Hall in the Conservation 
Commission meeting room. Our members are: Dale Julius, chairman; Mary Ahern, treasurer; 
Lois Nelson, Secretary; Hester Reid; Norma Callahan; and Jennifer Turner. This year the 
Commonwealth voted to allow Alternate Members for Historical Commissions. We can have 
up to seven alternates and they can become a voting member, at the discretion of the 
chairmen, at any meeting lacking a quorum of regular members. Two of our former members 
whose terms expired this year asked to be reappointed as alternates rather than regular 
members. One new alternate was also appointed. The alternate members are: Margaret 
Alexander, Rob Waterman, and Katie Callahan. 


In hopes of increasing awareness of our town’s history, the Commission purchased new 
signs for the town owned Old Cemetery on Central Street, and the Public Works Department 
installed them for us. We also successfully petitioned the Selectmen to close that property 
from dusk to dawn as the old stones are fragile and easily damaged. 
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The Commission applied for and received a Sesquicentennial Civil War grant. This will be 
used to preserve the letters of Edmund Packard of the 29" Massachusetts Regiment which 
are now located at the East Bridgewater library. 


We received four requests for demolition in 2014. The requests for 633 Elm Street and 101 
Washington Street were allowed and 315 Washington Street was withdrawn. There was also 
a request for the Elmwood church which has been an ongoing issue. The neighborhood and 
the Commission both hate to see this structure removed but it is in very poor condition and 
has already had its steeple removed as a safety hazard. The deed restricts the use of the 
property; another church building is its only possible use and plans have been submitted to 
the town for a replacement structure. 


We look forward to promoting our town’s history as we approach our Bicentennial year and 
as part of that objective we are reviving the Historic House signs program begun during the 
town’s Sesquicentennial. Anyone owing an old home or other structure and interested in 
obtaining a sign, is invited to contact the Commission for more information. 


We are still pursuing the use of the Gladys Farren Cottage as an office, meeting place and 
possible small display area. We feel this would be a good home for us and is currently 
unused town space we could put to good use.

The Housing Authority staff includes: Nancy J. Morris, Executive Director; Leslie A. Lundstrom, 
Administrative Assistant; Martin Luttrell, Maintenance Mechanic/Laborer/Supervisor; and Anthony Gareri, 
Maintenance Custodian/Laborer. 


The Grievance Panel member is Marcia Weidenfeller and Steven Brown is the alternate member. 

The Housing Authority has a FY2014 Operating Budget for a 400-1 Program with revenue of $634,684.00 
and expenses of $645,010.00 and a subsidy of $4247.00. It also has a FY2014 Operating Budget for a 
689-1 Program with revenue of $25,304.00 and expenses of $28,132.00 and a subsidy of $0. 


The Department of Housing and Community Development has awarded the Housing Authority 
$101,620.00 FY2015 Formula Funding. 
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Major capital projects and improvements this year were: 

At Riddell Road, the Housing Authority replaced all exterior lights, seven trash enclosures, the community 
room entryway, and all smoke detectors in the 667-1 development. Modernization in two one-bedroom 
units was completed and the units have been put back online. 

At 100 Prospect Street, vinyl flooring was installed in all hall ways and the community dining room, and 
carpet was installed in the community living room. 

In the family development, modernization was done on two handicap bathrooms. 

Several windows, sliding glass doors, and countertops have been replaced in various apartments in all 
developments. 


Rise Engineering, in affiliation with National Grid, replaced 48 kitchen light fixtures in the 667-1 
development and provided energy efficient light bulbs and surge protector power strips for tenant use at 
no cost to the Housing Authority. 


Sandra Luddy-Ross and Robert Hogan have completed the Massachusetts Board Member Certification 
Program sponsored by the Massachusetts Chapter of the National Association of Housing & 
Redevelopment Officials. Joseph Dutcher is in the process. 


The Housing Authority Commissioners and Executive Director worked with local legislators in creating a 
bill for housing authority reform, Chapter 235, An Act Relative to Local Housing Authorities. 


The Housing Authority has collaborated with the Plymouth County Treasurers Department for bulk 
purchasing of several goods and services. 


The East Bridgewater Selectmen have given the Housing Authority permission to purchase gasoline for 
Housing Authority vehicles through the town gasoline depot. 


We would like to extend our heartfelt thanks to all town departments and employees for their support to 
the tenants and staff of the Housing Authority.

The Library's meeting room was completely utilized in 2014. Those using the room were the East 
Bridgewater Historical Society, the East Bridgewater Democratic Town Committee, Civil War Roundtable, 
St. John-Society of St. Vincent de Paul, Help Us Give Support (HUGS), the East Bridgewater Arts 
Council, North River Collaborative Family Network, Employment Networking Group, Cerebral Palsy of 
Massachusetts, Brownie Girl Scouts Troop, the East Bridgewater Foodie Group, the Sachem Quilters, 
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the East Bridgewater Garden Club, Take Off Pounds Sensibly (TOPS), Plymouth County Genealogists 
and the Hockomock Digital Photographers. 


The library sponsored 14 adult programs in 2014 including: three resume workshops, a workshop for 
lpad beginners, an introduction to organic gardening, identity theft, a haunted history of New England, 
Cape Cod Travel Guide, quilting for beginners workshop, singing bowls of the Himalayas program, a 
presentation on the Boston Harbor Islands, and paranormal authors Rory Raven and Jeff Belanger. The 
library will continue to increase adult programming in 2015. 


The Library's Reading Club’s membership increased and continues to meet on the last Tuesday of every 

month. The Sachem Quilters once again brightened the Library in March with their display of vibrant quilts 
and wall hangings. The Hockomock Digital Photography Group displays their wonderful work around the 

circulation area each month. 


The Friends of the Library served as hosts for the fourth annual “Ringing in the Season’, a Christmas 
celebration held at the library on December 14. The event featured folk artist Lindsay Straw, a capella 
group Sync or Swim, Celtic duo Stanley & Grim and the East Bridgewater High School Honor Society 
Small Ensemble. Funds for the performers were paid by the Louise W. Archer Trust Fund 


The Friends of the Library held three book sales this year. Patrons donated books to the library which 
were either added to the collection or sold at book sales. The Friends of the Library held an American 
Girl raffle that was an astonishing success. We are grateful for the ongoing support fo the Friends of the 
Library. 


The Children’s Room maintained a full schedule of story times, craft activities, community outreach, 2" 
grade tours and an exciting Summer Reading Program, Fizz! Boom! Read! We offer our thanks for 
making special children’s performances available: to the Friends of the Library for Beyond School 
Science: Raising Backyard Chickens and to Bridgewater Savings for the Great Rolando, Mike the Bubble 
Man, Creature Teachers and Nappy’s Shadow Puppet Show. The Library held its fifth annual Touch a 
Truck at St. John’s Parish.

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REPORT OF PLYMOUTH COUNTY MOSQUITO CONTROL PROJECT 


The Commissioners of the Plymouth County Mosquito Control Project are pleased to submit the 
following report of our activities during 2014. 

The Project is a special district created by the State Legislature in 1957, and is now composed of 
all Plymouth County towns, the City of Brockton, and the town of Cohasset in Norfolk County. The 
Project is a regional response to a regional problem, and provides a way of organizing specialized 
equipment, specially trained employees, and mosquito control professionals into a single agency with a 
broad geographical area of responsibility. 

The 2014 season began dry with a low water table, dry conditions increased into the summer 
season. Efforts were directed at larval mosquitoes starting with the spring brood. Ground larviciding and 
10,000 acres of aerial larviciding was accomplished using B.t.i., an environmentally selective bacterial 
agent. Upon emergence of the spring brood of mosquitoes, ultra-low volume adulticiding began on May 
21, 2014 and ended on September 26, 2014. The Project responded to 16,585 requests for spraying and 
breeding checks from residents covering all of the towns within the district. 

In response to the continued threat of mosquito borne diseases in the district, we increased our 
surveillance trapping, aerial and ground larviciding, and adult spray in areas of concern to protect public 
health. 

Eastern Equine Encephalitis was first isolated from Coquillettidia perturbans, a mammal and bird 
biting species, by the Massachusetts Department of Public Health in Bridgewater on July 17, 2014. A 
total of fifteen positive EEE mosquito isolates were trapped within Plymouth County: (4) Bridgewater, (3) 
Kingston, (2) Lakeville, (4) Rochester, and (2) Marion. 

Based on guidelines defined by the “Vector Control Plan to Prevent EEE” in Massachusetts, nine 
Plymouth County towns, Kingston, Lakeville, Rochester, West Bridgewater, Middleboro, Rockland, 
Hingham, Whitman, Hanson, and Bridgewater were elevated from “Low” to “Moderate Level’ of EEE 
Risk”. All other towns in Plymouth County Mosquito Project remained in the “Low Level Risk” category. 
We are pleased to report that in 2014 there were no human or horse EEE cases in Plymouth County. 

West Nile Virus was also found within the district. A total of 4 mosquitoes pools tested positive for 
WNV in the following three towns: (1) Bridgewater, (1) Wareham, (2) Middleboro. All towns within the 
districts remained at the “Low Level Risk” category for West Nile Virus. We are also pleased to report that 
in 2014 that there were no human or horse West Nile Virus cases in Plymouth County Mosquito Control 
district. As part of our West Nile Virus control strategy a total of 68,097 catch basins were treated with 
larvicide in all of our towns to prevent WNV. 

The Health threat of EEE and WNV continues to ensure cooperation between the Plymouth 
County Mosquito Control Project, local Boards of Health and the Massachusetts Department of Public 
Health. In an effort to keep the public informed, EEE and WNV activity updates are regularly posted on 
Massachusetts Department of Public Health website at www.state.ma.us/dph/wnv/wnv1t.htm. 

The figures specific to the town of East Bridgewater are given below. While mosquitoes do not 
respect town lines the information given below does provide a tally of the activities which have had the 
greatest impact on the health and comfort of East Bridgewater residents. 

Insecticide Application. 1,200 acres were treated using truck mounted sprayers for control of 
adult mosquitoes. More than one application was made to the same site if mosquitoes reinvaded the 
area. The first treatments were made in May and the last in September. 

During the summer 1,915 catch basins were treated to prevent the emergence of Culex pipiens, a 
known mosquito vector in West Nile Virus transmission. 

Our greatest effort has been targeted at mosquitoes in the larval stage, which can be found in 
woodland pools, swamps, marshes and other standing water areas. Inspectors 
continually gather data on these sites and treat with highly specific larvicides when immature mosquitoes 
are present. 

Water Management. During 2014 crews removed blockages, brush and other obstructions from 
1,100 linear feet of ditches and streams to prevent overflows or stagnation that can result in mosquito 
breeding. This work, together with machine reclamation, is most often carried out in the fall and winter. 

Machine Reclamation. 1,600 linear feet of upland ditch was reconstructed in East Bridgewater 
using the Project’s track driven excavator. 

Aerial Application. Larviciding woodland swamps by airplane before the leaves come out on the 
trees continues to be very effective. In East Bridgewater this year we aerially larvicided 700 acres. 

Finally, we have been tracking response time, which is the time between notice of a mosquito 
problem and response by one of our inspectors. The complaint response time in the Town of East 
Bridgewater was less than three days with more than 390 complaints answered. 
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Mosquito Survey. Our surveillance showed that the dominant mosquitoes throughout the district 
were generally Culiseta melanura and Coguillettidia perturbans. |n the Town of East Bridgewater the 
three most common mosquitoes were Coquillettidia perturbans, Aedes vexans and Uranotaenia 
sapphirina.

REPORT OF SOUTHEASTER REGIONAL SERVICES GROUP 
2014 Annual Report 


The Southeastern Regional Services Group (SERSG) was initiated in 1993 with a mission “to serve as a 
catalyst and implementer for member communities that desire to act jointly to solve governmental 
problems or to deliver services to their citizens more effectively or efficiently.”. The member communities 
of SERSG benefit from shared administrative services provided by a regional administrator. Lara Thomas 
has served as regional administrator of SERSG since 2004. SERSG’s work is supported by dues from 
the member communities. In the fall of 2014, the Town of Lakeville became SERSG’s twentieth member. 
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Annual procurements designed to save municipalities time and money are a major part of SERSG’s 
services. Cooperative procurements for Paper, DPW Supplies and Water and Sewer Treatment 
Chemicals were held in the spring of 2014. More than twenty different categories of supplies are 
procured for the East Bridgewater Department of Public Works (DPW). In the fall, SERSG coordinated 
procurement of more than twenty categories of DPW Services as well as an RFP for Drug & Alcohol 
Testing Services for CDL drivers. 


As a participant in SERSG’s office supply contract, East Bridgewater currently enjoys a discount of 
76.52% off non-excluded office supplies in the United Stationer’s Supply wholesaler’s catalog and more 
than 50% off ink and toner cartridges. When comparing East Bridgewater’s office supplies spending to 
catalog list prices, the town saved more than $60,000 by using the SERSG contract. The Town also pays 
a fixed competitive price for cartons of paper through the SERSG paper contract. 


The estimated value of supplies and services procured for the DPW totaled more than $1.6 Million during 
2014. In addition to the savings of time due to SERSG handling the entire procurement up until contract 
execution, additional savings per year result from highly competitive contract pricing. For example for 
East Bridgewater's zone for Ultra Low Sulfur Diesel, purchases on the state contract would cost the town 
almost seven cents more per gallon. Gasoline purchases on the state contract would cost East 
Bridgewater almost six cents per gallon more than the SERSG contract. A survey of four varieties of 
delivered stone items indicates SERSG’s prices were lower than the lowest state contract price by an 
average of more than $4.00 per ton. Taking into account these items alone, East Bridgewater is saving 
almost $4,000 per year based on estimated usage. 


In response to new continuing education requirements for employees who carry hoisting licenses, 
SERSG held two continuing education training sessions in April at a greatly reduced rate for SERSG 
member communities. With East Bridgewater sending 11employees, the town saved more than $2,000 
on training fees based on what it would have cost employees to take the class individually with the 
contracted training company. 


SERSG also coordinated a joint application for a 2014 Community Innovation Challenge (CIC) Grant to 
fund the establishment of a regional stormwater collaborative to address municipal stormwater 
management issues. This collaborative will directly help communities improve the quality of their local 
watersheds and comply with the current and newly drafted mandates of EPA’s MS4 general permit 
through collaborative education and training and development of standardized policies and procedures for 
municipal stormwater management. The grant was funded for $80,000. 


Finally, monthly meetings of the Board of Directors and the Highway and DPW Superintendents 
continued to provide valuable opportunities for representatives from member communities to share 
concerns and receive ideas and feedback about a wide variety of issues affecting municipalities. 


REPORT OF VETERANS’ SERVICES

As the wars and conflicts continue, we pray for the safe return of our Troops. Veterans’ issues are of 
great interest to our community. Considering our country’s problems, our Troops are in the forefront of our 
mind! Freedom is a gift that comes at a cost and must always be cherished and protected. 


Throughout our Nation’s history, the men and women of America’s Armed Forces have preserved our 
freedom, protected our security and upheld our democratic values. Joining the ranks of these heroes are 
the thousands who have been held as prisoners of war or whose fate has never been resolved. Many 
have been lost in the chaos of battle, the grief of their loss made more acute for their families and their 
fellow Americans because of the inability to determine whether they perished or survived. Americans will 
never forget those who have borne the indignities and sufferings of captivity in service to our country, 


those missing in action or those who died. 
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In the 18” century, towns in the Massachusetts Bay Colony provided assistance to their needy veterans 
of the French and Indian War (1754-1763) between France and Great Britain, fought in North America. 
The Commonwealth of Massachusetts began providing for its veterans immediately following the 
Revolutionary War. In 1861 the State Legislature formalized the assistance provided to veterans by 
establishing Massachusetts General Laws Chapter 115 and the Department of Veterans’ Services. In 
every city and town in the Commonwealth, the legislature created the offices of Director of Veterans 
Services, Burial Agent and Graves Officer in recognition of the military services and associated sacrifices 
by its citizens who protected and defended the United States. 


It was the desire of the state and local government leaders to recognize this service in our armed forces 
by providing certain essential benefits to men and women (both living and deceased) who had borne the 
burden of military duty and to their families in order to honor them by providing benefits that were earned 
by their service. Chapter 115 enables every eligible Massachusetts veteran to receive certain financial, 
medical, educational, employment and other benefits. Massachusetts General Law requires every city 
and town maintain a Department of Veterans’ Service Officer either part time or full time. From the start in 
1861, the veterans within the Commonwealth of Massachusetts have not been forgotten. We of the 
Massachusetts Veterans’ Service Department are committed to assist veterans and their dependents with 
concern, compassion and dedication! 


The Commonwealth of Massachusetts has insured that no individual who served his or her state and 
nation with honor would ever be pauperized or forced to turn to public welfare for assistance. The 
Massachusetts Executive Office and the Massachusetts House and Senate have shown their continued 
concern for the welfare of the veteran and his or her dependents with the fullest support of one of the 
most comprehensive programs for veterans in the country, the Department of Veterans’ Services and the 
local Department of Veterans’ Services. 


The mission of the East Bridgewater office is to provide eligible veterans and their families who are 
residents of East Bridgewater, financial assistance and medical reimbursements in accordance with a 
formula that takes into account the number of dependents and income from all sources under the 
provisions of Massachusetts General Law, Chapter 115. Eligible dependents of deceased veterans are 
provided with the same benefits as if the veteran were still living. In addition to processing claims for 
Chapter 115 benefits, | also advise Veterans on the process for VA Health Care enrollment and provide 
proof of Veteran status to funeral directors and render burial benefit information to the next of kin of 
deceased veterans. The Veterans Service Office also provides copies of military discharge paperwork to 
veterans or their dependents. This office also refers veterans to the VA hospital, housing, employment 
and educational services.
